W.H.A. discussion on housing 


Members of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority voted 
unanimously Tuesday evening 
to enlist the assistance of 
Representatives Miceli and 
Barrett, and State Senator 
Robert Buell, in an effort to 
speed up more funds for the 
Deming Way elderly housing 
sewers. The vote, after an ex 
planation by chairman George 
Hooper and Henry Borrazzo, 

cutive director, — was 
unanimous, The Wilmington 
Couneil on Aging (COA) will 
also be notified by mail 

Senate Bill 699, as it is known, 
is to provide $100 million by 
bonding, for state housing. It is 
expected that the bill will 
become law sometime in July. It 
is otherwise known as the 
Housing Package 

Under the Housing Package 
there can be an additional 1100 

elderly housing (Ch. 

5 units of family housing 

5), 180 units for 

physically handicapped housing 

(Ch. 689) and modernization for 
2000 units of public housing 

The Deming Way elderly 
housing, one of the older units in 
Massachusetts, is in line for 
sewer corrections and water 
main corrections if all goes well 
Funds for such corrections will 
not be a part of the Housing 
Package, as it is being called, 
but will be coming directly from 
the Office of Executive Office of 
Communities and Development 
(EOCD). Engineers from EOCD 
have been engaged in ex 
ploratory talks about the 
problems of Wilmington 

Hooper and Borrazzo 
described, for the members, the 
visit of engineering personnel 
who have been looking over 
Deming Way during the past two 
weeks. Most of the visit seemed 
to be by one engineer 

He has traced the sewer 
mains, and inspected the 
chambers of the septic systems 
He has further inspected the 
neighborhood, as far as Main 


Street, to better know the area 
The day he was on that par 
ticular trip was a day of heavy 
rain, Borazzo said. 

One of the two boiler rooms 
was overflowing, and the 
engineer could see that water 
was coming in through the 
window. The window, he is 
reported to have said, is below 
the water table in the field. He 
talked of digging in the field, to 
relieve the water pressure. 

The engineer was at the WHA 
to talk of the expected additional 
funding, for sewer system 
connection. The price of which 
he first talked, Borazzo said, 

50,000, but this was in- 
later to $65,000; and 
n made larger, to $75,000. 

The engineer had been talking 
of “pumping over the rise," to 
connect the proposed sewer to 
the proposed Cedar Street 
sewer. This could be possible if 
the Deming Way sewer system 
were “mechanically perfect.” 

Hooper was of the opinion, he 
said, the board members 
want to solve the problem and 
not havea “band aid’ approach 
‘There have been power failures. 
in the pumping system. There 
has been leakage, The fuses 
have kicked out at 2 am. and at 6 
p.m, - anytime! 

Borazzo agreed, = and 
remarked that the only. system 
to have for the connection is a 
“gravity feed,’ toward the 
sewer main near Sweetheart 
Plastics. The engineer was said 
to have remarked that it might 
be ne to rebuild the 
pumping chamber, in the sewer 
system structure 

The engineer was told, on his 
Friday visit, of the heavy rains 
flooding apartments. Hooper 
feels that possibly it might be 
better to wait until the bond 
issue is voted, and be certain 
that there is enough money to do 
the job.

George R. Allan, the chair- 
man of the Wilmington Water 
and Sewer Department is 
professionally an engineer 
employed by a Concord. firm 
His work with that firm con. 
cerns hazardous wastes, and 
how to handle such wastes. 

During the discussion of 
several weeks ago, on 
Wilmington, and possible 
hazardous waste, Allan was able 
to display many slides of scenes 
at some of the places in which he 
has been working. None of them 
were from Wilmington, but he 
was able to discuss Wilmington 
problems 

The town of Wilmington, he 
said, in construeting the water 
treatment plant off Butters Row 
had “taken good steps’ for the 
protection of pubhe health. The 
water department, he said, is 
always gathering information, 
the better to know of the 
problems which it has to face 
He seeks to protect the 
Wilmington aquifers, and in the 
planning for future Wilmington 
sources of water Allan displayed 
several survey maps.whieh had 
been made, of Wilmington water 
resources. 

(Some of those maps were 
shown in the March 23 editon of 
the Town Crier, Ed. ' 

The Wilmington Water 
Department is about 99 percent 
done, in its studies of aquifers. It 
is almost ready to recommend 
to the town zoning to protect the 
aquifers. 


The new treatment plant off 
Butters Row 1s providing 40 
percent of the water needed by 
the people in Wilmington 
Sometime in the future there 
may be another plant, in North 
Wilmington 

Arnold Blake 

Arnold Blake, Middlesex 
Avenue, a retired civil engineer, 
may be described as being 
outspoken at time: 

He rose to ask Allan about 
other sources of hazardous 
waste in Wilmington 

He went on to say he had 
spoken of the problems recently 
in a session of the American 
Water Works Association 

The average person drinks 
two quarts of water a day, said 
Blake. The town has been 
putting in a sewer system, 
planning and installation, for 
nearly 10 years. Itisn’t halt done 
yet 

We treat all the water in the 
public supplies. We use 140 
gallons per person of this 
treated water to flush our 
toilets. 

We bring the water from the 
well fields, and then we flush 
that water into septic tanks 
There are 5,000 septic tanks in 
Wilmington. We spend a lot of 
effort in this direction and yet, 
many of those septic tanks can 
be labeled as “hazardous 
waste. 

“When you get to the bottom 
line - it's the buck!” said Blake 
as he sat down 


Police and 
industrial relations 


Bobby Stewart, chief of police 
of Wilmington, feels that there 
can be more interaction between 
industry and the police 
department, and that such 
would be beneficial to both the 
industrial firms and the general 
public. So he told a committee 
meeting of the Wimington 
Chamber of Commerce on 
February 15 

The meeting included security 
personnel and officials of about 
20 companies 

Chief Stewart is 
reinstate auxiliary 
Wilmington, with 
policing powers. This type ot 
personnel could be made 
available to industrial plants for 
police work if necessary. The 
security personnel in 
Wilmington plants have no 
public power of arrest because 
they are private personnel. The 
company involved could have 
difficulties in case of an error in 
their actions 

He is reluctant to 
security guards as special 
police. He needs a lot of 
background information. It is 
possible that security personnel 
could be appointed. But 
because of pay differences and 
other problems, Stewart feels no 
action should be taken at this 
time

Drug problems in Wilmington 
are nol as severe as they were 
three or four years ago. They 
still do exist, There is always a 
new element, ready to take over 
if opportunity offers 

He feels that industry, as a 
whole, has as many drug 
problems as does the rest of the 
town, Companies find it hard to 
set moral standards tor em 
ployees, bul they should insist on 
standards during hours of 
employment, since — these 
standards affect job per 
formance 

Companies, Stewart 
sometimes lose employees 
because of the drug problems 
Many employees will leave, 
rather than become involved ¢ 
work in an atmosphere induced 
by drug use or sale. Section 
supervisors, in any plant, should 
consult with him’ or the police 
department if they encounter 
problems of this type. He is 
available to speak to 
visory personnel, on request 

Peddlers, i.e. non drug ped 
dlers, are a problem of the 
owner or operators of the 
property, If those peddlers go 
out into the street the problems 
concern problems for the police 
department, and a permit is 
required from the town.

department budget for the third 
year in a row, We have heard 
two separate overviews by 
school department officials and 
we haye listened to proposed 
budget cuts from both members 
of the administration as well as

We believe both 
ministration and the School 
Committee are attempting to 
generate an acceptable budget 
given the present fiscal 
restraints 

We, as concerned citizens, will 
therefore focus on services we 
feel need some attention. We 
realize some of our suggestions 
will cost money and some will 
save money, but we feel the 
following items need to be ad 
dressed. 

Future planning 

We are concerned about the 
future use of junior high school 
space made available because 
of the relocation of the ninth

eighth grade educational plans 
in the system. We caution the

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* Private busing debated at school budget hearing 


The major issue discussed at 
the Tewksbury School Com 
mittee budget hearing last 
Wednesday was private school 
busing. Several parents of 
private school children turned 
out for the hearing to air their 
views that private school busing 
should continue. 

However, Mickey DeMeo 
chairman of the Citizens Ad 
visory Committee (CAC) argued 
that the funds for private school 
busing should be lifted from the 
school budget and placed in a 
separate area of the overall 
town budget. He fielded most of 
the questions trom citizens 
during the course of the night, on 
that issue as well as on other 
issues presented in the CAC 
budget statement 

Some school committee 
members expressed their 
opinion that private school 
busing should continue 

The committee, in a separate 
vote, okayed a request from 
Paula Coppola that will set aside 
a bus for elementary students 
going to St. Augustine’s School 
in Andover next year 

Although “Assistant 
Superintendent for Business 
John Ryan gave the audience of 
about 50 people a brief rundown 
of the proposed $11.6 million 
school budget for fiscal 1984, he 
did not receive many questions 


on it. The audience, instead, 
questioned DeMeo at length 
over the CAC’s — budget 


statement. (See Page Eight for

Included in that statement 
was opposition to the private 
school busing issue. DeMeo said 
the CAC was in oppositon to

Other aras of the CAC budget 
statement, including a desire to 
decrease the number of study 
halls, increase the class time for 
music and physical 
education, increase the use of 
maintenance personnel to 
perform certain work that is not 
contracted out, and to use the 
space at the junior high 
school to house department head 
offices and study hall space, 
were questioned mostly by 
committee members 

The CAC also proposed using 
the Center School, which some 
committee members feel could 
trim between $69,000 and $92,000 


from the budget if it were 
closed, as a central book

But it was the CAC’s stated 
opposition of using school funds 
for private school transportation 
which drew the biggest response 
from the audience. DeMeo said 
the majority vote of the 13 
member CAC issued that 
statement, but he added that he 
personally would like to see 
private school busing continue. 
He said he would support the 
concept if it were “ona separate 
ballot or warrant.” 

Saying that school department 
funds are "supposed to be for 
the education of students in 
town,’ DeMeo said, “Our 
(CAC's) argument is only that it 
(private school busing funds) 
should not be taken out of the 
school department's funds.”

Tewksbury High School's new 
gymnasium is less than a week 
old and already it has been 
thrust ever so slighty into the

Solar heating system simpler, less

Newcastle, Maine 

Two years ago Allan Fernald had some 
solar-heating panels installed on the Cam- 
den, Maine, mansion that houses Down East 
magazine. The panels worked so well that, 
like the man in the electric-shaver adver- 
tisement, Mr. Fernald bought the company, 
Hanson Energy Products, located in this 
coastal Maine town. 

Others share the Fernald enthusiasm for 
the simple and relatively inexpensive 
Hansolar panel, as it is called 

Last year Popular Science magazine de- 
cided to test the product before giving it any 
mention in its editorial columns. The results 
were so satisfying that the panels made the 
cover story in the September issue 

Solar-heating panels work somewhat like 
the car that is parked in the sun with its win- 
dows tightly shut. The sun, streaming in 
through the glass, heats up the seats, dash- 
board, steering wheel, and anything else 
that is inside the car. These things, in turn, 
heat up the surrounding air, often to uncom- 
fortably warm temperatures, 

For thelr part, solar panels — placed on a 
south-facing roof or wall or even just free- 
standing — work in this manner: the sun, 
shining through the glass outer cover, is 
abosrbed by a black collector plate which 
becomes very hot. Cool air from inside the 
bullding ts then drawn across the hot plate, 
absorbing much of the heat before returning 
to the house or office, often 40 degrees 
warmer than when it left 

How does the Hansolar panel differ from 
other solar panels on the market? 

Well, for one thing, it was designed with 
the handyman in mind. A majority of people 
who work with tools in their basement could 
install the panel themselves. This same sim- 
plicity also means that a professional instal-

lation should come in at under $200. 

The twin-panel set currently retails at 
around $500, one-tenth the cost of many sys- 
tems and half the price of the nearest com- 
petitor.

A couple of summers ago Frank 
Rohrbach built a solar hot-air pane! from 
scratch and attached it to a south-facing 
wall on his house in this eastern Pennsyl- 
vania town. 

Rohrbach used standard materials 
freely available from hardware stores and 
lumberyards for a total expenditure of 
around $250. His homemade panel worked 
80 well that all winter long, according to 
his friends, “he wore a smile as warm as 
the hot air the thing was producing."’ 

Some suggest he was even a little smug 
about it. 

‘The 4-by-8-foot panel (it can be 
mounted horizontally or vertically) obvi- 
ously won't heat the whole house, but it 
does contribute significant amounts of 
“free heat" whenever the sun shines. It 
keeps the Living room toasty and in the pro- 
cess saves some 30 gallons of fuel oll dur 
ing a typical winter heating season 

Rohrbach built the heating panel (rom 
a set of Rodale build-it-yourself plans, He 
Is, in fact, the “‘guinea pig” that the Rodale 
organization, publishers of Organic Gar- 
dening magazine, always uses to test new 
plans it produces. 

Given a set of plans, he was told to go 
ahead and build the panels while Ray Wolf, 
who authored the plans, watched. If

Such a dramatic drop got Mr. Hanson to 
thinking. If solar heating could be made 
both simple and inexpensive, widespread 
public acceptance might come about. He 
could well be right 

(The Hansolar unit includes two collector 
panels, each 36x38x5'; inches, mounting 
brackets, duct pipes, and blower.) 

After many prototypes, production be- 
gan in 1979. The 300 first-year sales figure 
Jumped to 600 in 1980, reaching 1,600 in 1981, 
the year Fernald and his partner, Stephen 
Spahn, bought the company, retaining Han- 
son as designer and director of research 

Last year 7,000 panels were sold from 
Maine to New Mexico, while 1983 sales are 
expected to top 15,000 with 50,000 
projected for 1984. 

Hanson is quick to point out that “‘other 
top-quality systems" match his in terms of 
cost per cubic foot of heated air. But these 
are whole-house systems involving consid: 
erable thermal mass, such as a large vol- 
ume of crushed rock in the basement 

The Hansolar panels, by contrast, pro: 
vide fuel-free heat only while the sun shines. 
At night, or on cloudy days, the building 
would rely on conventional ing. The 
panels reduce, but do not eliminate, heating 
bills. Or, as Hanson says,""When the sun 
shines, the furnace can take a rest."’ 

Two panels, pumping in 80 cubic feet of 
warmed air a minute, effectively heat an 
average-size room. The blower that comes 
with the initial two panels is powerful 
enough to pump air through any additional 
panels that might be added at a later date

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Help for heartburn sufferers

We all experience heartburn 
from time to time. Heartburn is 
described as a burningSensation 
that begins behind the breast 
plate approximately one hour 
after eating and may awaken 
some people from sleep 

Heartburn is also described as 
having a moving quality. That is, 
it begins at the lower end of the 
breast plate and radiates up the 
middle of the chest to the throat 
Frequently associated with this is 
the regurgitation from the 
stomach to the mouth of a bitter 
or sourtasting liquid 

It is this reflux (back flow) of 
stomach and duodenal contents 
stomach acid, pepsin (a digestive 
enzyme released by the stomach) 


and bile which may cause 
heartburn and esophageal 
damage. 


What causes this reflux? At the 
end of the esophagus, where it 
joins the stomach (see

The treatment of heartburn 
relies on methods that interfere 
with the reflux of stomach con- 
tents, particularly acid, into the 
esophagus. People who suffer 
from heartburn are advised to 
avoid caffeinated beverages such 
as coffee, tea and Coke, because 
caffeine stimulates stomach acid 
secretion and weakens the lower 
esophageal sphincter that blocks 
the entry of acid into’ the 
esophagus. They are also advised 
to avoid’ alcohol-containing 
beverages and cigarettes because 
they, too, weaken the lower 
esopageal sphincter. It is further 
recommended that decaffeinated 
coffee be avoided since this also 
stimulates acid secretions from 
the stomach. 

People who experience heart. 
burn are advised to sleep with the 
head of the bed elevated about six

One of the mainstays of therapy 
is liquid antacids. Although they 
will not stop stomach contents 
from refluxing up into the 
esophagus, adequate amounts, 
taken one hour after meals, will 
neutralize stomach acids. There 
is also some evidence to suggest 
that antacids strengthen the 
lower esophageal sphincter and 
consequently reduce the reflux of 
stomach contents into the 
esophagus. 

In recent years, several new 
drugs have become available for 
the control of heartburn, These 
include Cimetidine, which 
inhibits acid secretion by the 
stomach, and Metaclopromide, 
which enhances the clearance or 
removal of acid from the 
esophagus once it has refluxed up 
from the stomach. 


Sometimes what people per 
ceive to be heartburn is actually 
not heartburn. For example, the 
pain of angina pectoris or 
coronary disease occasionally 
resembies heartburn. 


For more people, heartburn is 
not a serious condition. However, 
occasionally heartburn can in 
crease in frequency and severity, 
be associated with vomiting of 
blood or difficulty in swallowing 
Under these circumstances, it is 
advisable to contact your 
physician

Questions about your sleep habits 


Q Is there a cure for snoring 

A. No foolproof cure has been 
found. 

Many have looked for one, howev 
er, and more than 300 anti-snoring 
devices have been registered with the 
United States Patent Office. Most of 
the inventions are designed to either 
keep the snorer’s mouth closed or to 
keep him from sleeping on his back 
Unfortunately, it is possible to snore 
in a variety of sleeping positions and 
with the mouth closed 

Snoring is caused by a relaxing of 
the muscles in the rear of the mouth 
which then vibrate as air passes in 
and out. It is commonly believed that 
men_ snore e than women, but 
therf is no evidence to support this 


Many children snore, as do some 
animals 

Q Is it possible to learn while 
sleeping 

A. No. During some stages of sleep 
we can often distinguish between 


unimportant noises (a train passing in 
the night) and important noises (a 
smoke alarm). However, we cannot 
store new information. 

The myth that we can learn while 
sleeping probably stems from our 
ability to “put on hold” the thoughts 
in our minds as we fall asleep. For 
example. if we memorize something 
at bedtime, we are more likely to 
remember it after eight hours of 
sleep than we would be over an equal 
period of daytime activity
